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Accordingly, the judgment of thetrial court is affirmed pursuant to Rule 20, Rules of the Court of
Criminal Appeals.

MEMORANDUM OPINION

TheAppellant timely filed apetition for post-conviction relief challenging thevalidity of his
guilty pleas to three counts of first degree murder. The trial court appointed counsel, who
subsequently filed an amended petition. At the hearing on the petition, the Appellant, against the
advice of counsel, declined to testify or present any proof. Finding that Appellant failed to provethe
alegations by clear and convincing evidence, see Tenn. Code Ann. 8§ 40-30-110(f), the trial court
dismissed the petition.

In his brief on appeal, the Appellant acknowledges that the trial court's dismissal of his
petition is supported by the record and the law. The Appellant states that he appeal s the dismissal



so that the issues raised in the petition may be preserved for subsequent federal habeas corpus or
other collateral review. In response to the Appellant's brief, the State filed a motion to dismiss.
According to the State, the appeal should be dismissed because the Appellant seeks no relief from
this Court.

The Court has reviewed the record on appeal. In lieu of granting the State's motion to
dismiss, andin light of the Appellant's concessionson appeal, the Court hereby affirmsthejudgment
of thetria court in accordance with Rule 20, Rules of the Court of Crimina Appeals.
